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appointed to be uſed therein, being things 
5 — own nature Indifferent, 200 N= : 
able, and ſo acknowledged; it is but reaſon- 

able, that upon weighty and unportant 
conſiderations , according to the various 
exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch chan- 
ges and alterations ſhould be made therein, 
as to thoſe that are in place of Authority 
ſhould from time to time ſeem either neceſ- 
ſary or expedient. Accordingly we finde, 
that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſ- 
fed memory ſince the Reformation, the: 
Church upon juſt and weighty conſiderati- 
ons her thereunto moving , hath yielded 
to make ſuch alterations in ſome parti- 
culars , as in their reſpective times were 
thought convenient: Yet fo, as that the 
main Body and Eſſentials of it Cas well in

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it by ſuch men as are given to change, and 
have always diſcovered a greater regard to 
their own private fancies and intereſts, than 
to that duty they owe to the publick. 
By what undue means, and for what miſ- 
chievous purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy 
(though injoyned by the Laws of the Land, 
and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, 
during the late unhappy confuſions, to be 
diſcontinued, -is too well known to the 
World, and we are not willing here to re- 
member. But when upon His Majeſties 
happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, 
that amongſt other things, the ule of the Li- 
turgy alſo would return of courſe (the fame 
having never been legally aboliſhed) unleſs 
ſome timely means were uſed to prevent it, 
thoſe men who under the late uſurped pow- 
ers had made it a great part of their buſineſs 
to render the people diſaffected thereunto, 
law themſelves in point of reputation and 
intereſt concerned ( unleſs they would freely 


acknowledge themſelves to have erred, whieh 
d 2 ſuch 
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ſuch men are very hardly brought to do) 
with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the 
reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto di- 
uers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the 
Book of Common Prayer, the old Objections 
muſtered up,with the addition of ſome new 
ones more than formerly had been made, to 
make the number ſwell In fine, great impor- 
tunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſtie, 
that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and ſuch 
alterations therein, and additions thereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the 
eaſe of tender Conſciences: W hereunto His 
Majeſtic out of His pious inclination to give 
ſatisfaction(ſo far as could be reaſonably ex- 
peced_) to all His Subjects of what perſwa- 
fion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have en deavoured 
to obſerve the like moderation, as we finde 


to have been uſed in the like caſe in former 


times. And therefore of the ſundry altera- 
tions propoſed unto us, we have reje cted all 
tuch as were either of dangerous conſe- 
| quence 
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uence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed 
Dodrine or laudable Practiſe of the Church of 
England, or indeed of the whole Catholick 
Church of Chrift)or elſe of no conſequence at 
all, but utterly frivolous and vain. But ſuch al- 
terations as were tendred to us (by what per- 
ſons, under what pretenſes, or to what purpoſe 
ſoever fo tendred)as ſeemed to us in any degree 
Þ requiſite or expedient, we have willingly, and 
Jof our own accord aſſented unto : Not en- 
forced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, 
convincing us of the neœeſſity of making the 
ſaid Alterations : For we are fully perſwaded 
in our judgements (and we here profeſs it to 
che World) that the Book, as it ſtood before 
eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any 
thing contrary to the Word of God, or to 
ſound Doctrine, or which a godly man may 
not with a good conſeience uſe and ſubmit un- 
to, or which is not fairly defenſible againſt ariy 
that ſhall oppoſe the ſame;if it ſhall be allowed 
uch juſt & favourable conſtruction as in com- 
mon equity ought to be allowed to all humane

Writings,- eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by 
Authority, and even to the very beſt Tran 
tions of the holy Scripture, it ſe It.

Our general aim therefore in this underta 
king was, not to gratiſie this or that party in 
any their unreaſonable demands; but to do tha 
which to our beſt underſtandings we concei- 
ved might moſt tend to the preſervation of 
peace and unity in the Church; the procuringſ 
reverence, and exciting of piety and devotion 
in the publick Worſhip of God; and the cut: 
ting off occaſion from them that leck occaſi on 
of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the 
Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from 
the former Book, whether by Alteration, Ad-

that what is here preſented, and hath been by 
theConvocation of both Provinces with great 
diligence examined and approved, will be alſo 
well accepted and approved by all ſober, 
peaceable, and truly conſcientious ſons of the

well deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which, iu 
continuance of time, hath not been corrupted : 
| | Ai, among other things, it may plainly appear by 
5 < TH the Common Prayers in the Church, commonly 
* called Divine Service. The ff original and ground where 
1 of if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, be ſhall 
. find, that the ſame was not ordained, but of a good pure 
hs poſe, and for a great advancement of godlineſs, For they 
0 


F ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the great- 
1 eſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once every year 5 in- 
1 tending thereby, that the Clergy, aud eſpecially ſuch as were 
ö Miniſters in the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading, and 


meditation in Gods Word) be 8 up to godlineſs them- 
0 ſetves, and be more able to exhort others by wholeſome do- 
7 Frine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to the 
Truth; and further, that the people (by daily bearing of holy 
( Scripture read in the Church) might continually profit more 
and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed 
| wilh the love of his true Religion. | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of 
the ancient 'Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and neg- 
lected, 5 planting in uncertain Storiet, and Legends, with 
multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemora- 
Hons, aud Synodals 5, that commonly, when any Book of the 
Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters wereread _ 
* 


all the reſt were unread... And in this ſort the Book: of Iſaiah 
was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis in Septuage- 
fima ; but they were onely begun, and never read thorough < 
After like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And 
moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken. 
to the people in ihe Church, as they might underſtand, and 
have profit Ly bearing the ſame The Service in this Church 
of England theſe wany years, hath been read in Latin to 
the people, which they underflaud not; ſo that they have 
heard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit and mind 
have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwith- 
ſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms 
into ſeven Portions, whereof every one was called a Nocturn: 
Now of late time, a few of them have. been. daily ſaid, and 
the reſt utterly. omitted. Moreover, the number and har d- 
neſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the manifold changing. 
of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book onely 
was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 
was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, than 1% 
read it when it was found out. | 
Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth. 
ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And 
for a readineſs in this. matter, here is. drawn out a Kalendar 
for that. purpoſe, which is plain and eaſie to be underſiped 3 
wherein (ſs much as may be) the reading of holy Scripture is 
ſo ſet forth, that all things fball be done in order, without 
Lreaking one piece from anatber. For this cauſe be cut. off 
Anthems, Reſpends , Invitatories, and ſuch hke things as 
did break, the continual courſe of. the reading of the Scrip- 

ture. f 
Tet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity, there 
"ft be ſome Rules, therefore certain Rules are here ſet fo th; 
mbich..5 they are few jn,aumber. ſo they are plain ard doe to 
be nuderſiood So that bere you Lock an order for Prayer, and for 
the 


the reading of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the rind 
and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and « great deal more profite- 
ble and commodiots,than that which of late was uſed. It is more 
profitable, becanſe bere are left out many things, whereof ſowe 
are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitions 3 
and nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure Word 
of God, the boly Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the 
1 and that in fuch a language and order, as is moſt 
eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the readers and 
hearers, It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs 
thereof, aud for tbe plainneſs of the Order, and for that the 
Rules be few and eaſie. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in 
Saying and ſinging in Churches within this Realm; ſome fol- 
lowing Salisbury Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the 
Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of Lincoinz now 
from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 

And for as much, as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, 
but ' donbts ma ariſe in the uſe and praGiſe of the ae. to 
appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſolu- 
tion of all doubts, concerning the manner how to ——_— 
do, and execute the things contained in this Bool; the par- 
ties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway 
reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion 
ſhall tthe order for vhe quieting and appeaſing of the ſame 3 
fo that the ſame order 2 not contrary to any thing contain- 
ed in this Book, And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, 
then be may ſend for the reſolntion thereof to the Arch- 


biſhop. 
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T Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read 
and ſung in the Church in the Engliſh tongue, to the 
end, that the Congregation may be thereby edified 5 yet 
it is not meant, but that when men ſay Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer privately, they may ſay the ſame in any lan- 
guage, that they themſelves: do underſtand. 

And all Prieſts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morn - 
ing and Evening Prayer, either privately or openly, not 
being let by ſickneſs, or ſome other urgent cauſe. 

And the Curate that miniſtreth in every Pariſh-Church 
or Chappel, being at home, and not being otherwiſe 
reaſonably hindred , ſhall ſay the ſame in the Pariſh-- 
Church or Chappel where he miniſtreth, and ſhall cauſe 
a Bell to be tolled thereunto a convenient time before. 
he begin, that. the people may come to hear Gods Word, 
and to pray with him. F

things, and ſo aiſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, 
but that is new: It was thought expedient not ſo much to 
Lade reſpec how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of iheſe parties, 
as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both.

Some are put way, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude 
of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days , that the 
burt ben F then: was intolerable whereof . Auguſtine in 
bis time complained, that they were grown to ſuch 4 num 
ber, that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in wonſè caſe 
concerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he coun- 
ſelled, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as 
time would ſerve quictly to do it. But what would S. Au- 
guſtine have ſaid, if be had ſeen the ceremonies of late 
days uſed\ among us; whereunto the multitude uſed in bis 
time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude 
of ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, that 
' they did more confound and darken, than declare ind ſet 
forth Chriits benefits unto . Aud beſides this,” Chriſis 
Goſpel is not a ceremonial Law (as much of Moſes Lam 
was)] but it is 4 Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage 4

neſs. of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable 
avarice of ſuch as . ſought wore their own lucre, than abe 
glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be talen away, 
ile thing remaining ſtill. * A Es He, 

But nom as concernine thoſe perſons, which per adventure 
will be offended for that ſome of the old ceremonies are re- 
tained ſtill: If they conſider, that without ſome ceremonies 
it is not poſſible to keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in 
the Church , they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt cauſe to reform 
their judgements. And if they think much, that any of 
the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſed anew : 
Then ſuch men granting ſome ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there they can- 
not reaſonably reprove the old on:ly for their age, without 
bewraying of their own folly, For in ſuch a caſe, they ought 
ral her to have reverence unto them for their antiquity, if 
they will declare themſelves io be more ſtudious of unity and 
concord, than of innovations and new fangleneſs, wh. ch (as 
much as may be with true ſetting forth of Chriſts Religion) 
is always to be eſchewed. Furthermere, ſuch ſhall have no 
juſt cauſe with the ceremonies reſerv:d to be offended. For 
as thoſe are taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did 
burthen mens conſciences without any cauſe 5 ſo the other 
that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which 
(upon juſt cauſes) may be altered and changed, and ihere- 
fore are not to be efteemed equal with Gods Law. And more- 
over 


over, they: beiter dark, vor dumb ' ceremonies,” but are ſo 
ſet for 5 Akt eder Mas may under ſt aud what they do 
dan, and to what\ uſe they do ſetve . $0. that it is not 
hke that. ibey in time to come. ſhould. be abuſedl as other have 
been.

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How the Pſalter is appointed to be read. 


= Pſalter ſhall be read through once every 
moneth, as it is there appointed, both for morning 
and evening Prayer. But in February it ſhall be read only 
co the Twenty eighth, or Twenty ninth day of the month. 

And whereas Jannary, March, May, July, Auguſt, OFo- 
ber. and December have One and thirtydays apiece ; It 
is ordered, that the ſame Pſalms ſhall be read the laſt 
day of the ſaid moneths, which were read the day be- 
fore - So that the Pſalter may begin again the firſt day 
of the next month enſuing. 

And whereas the 119 Pſalm is divided into 22 Por- 
tions, and is overlong to be read at one time 5 It is or- 
dered, that one time ſhall not be read above four or five 
of the ſaid portions. | 

And at the end of every Pſalm, and of every ſuch 
6 part of the 119 Pſalm, ſhall be repeated this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the Holy 
Ghoſt3 45 it was in the beginning, is now and ever Mali 
be: world without end, Amen. 
Note, that the Pſalter followeth the Diviſion of the 
Hebrews, and the Tranſlation of the great Engliſh Bible, 
. ſet forth and uſed in the time of King Henry the Eigth, 
and Edward the ſixth. 


The 
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Mow the reſt of Holy Scripture is appointed to be read. 


8 Old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt Leſſons 
at morning and evening Prayer; ſo as the moſt 
part thereof will be read every year once, as in the Ka- 
ſendar is appointed. | 

The New Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond Leſ- 
ſons at morning and evening Prayer, and ſhall be read 
over orderly every year thrice, beſides the Epiſtles and 
Goſpels 3 except the Apocalypſe, out of which there are 
onely certain proper Leſſons appointed upon divers 
Feaſts. 

And to know what Leſſons ſhalt be read every day, 
look for the day of the month in the Kalendar following, 
and there ye ſhall find the Chapters that ſhall be read 
for the Leſſons both at morning and evening Prayer; Ex- 
cept only the moveable Feaſts which are not in the Kalen- 
dar, and the Immoveable , where there is a blank left in 
the column of Leſſons 5 the proper Leſſons for all which 
days are to be found in the Table of proper Leſſons. 

And note, that whenſoever proper Pſalms or Leſſons 
are appointed; then the Pſalms and Leſſons of ordinary 
courſe appointed in the Pfalter and Kalendar (if they be 
differen, ) ſhall be omitted for that time. 

Note alſo , that the Collect, Epiſtle, and Goſpel ap- 
pointed for the Sunday, ſhall ſerve all the week after, 
where it is not in this Book otherwiſe order,

Foz Chꝛiſt is not entred into the holy places 
made with hands, which are the figures of the true, 
but into heaven it ſelf , now to appear in the pzeſence 
of God foꝛ us; noꝛ yet that he ould offer himſelf often, 
as the high 1805 entreth into the holy place every pear 
atþ)bloudof others : foꝛ then muſt he often habe ſuf: 
tered unte the foundation of the woꝛld; but nowonce

And he was with- 
dꝛawn from them about a ſtones taſt, and kneeled down, 
and pꝛayed, ſaying, Father, if thou be willing, re- 
move this cup from me: nevertheleſs, not my will 
but thine be Done, And there appeared an angel un- 
to him from heaven, urengthning him. And being in 
an agony, he pꝛaped moze earneſtly; and his [weat 
was as it were g2eat dꝛops of bloud falling down tu 
the gzound. And when he roſe up from pꝛaper, and 
was come to his diſciples, he found them deeping fo2 
ſozrow, and (aid unto them, Why deep ye? riſe and 
pꝛap, leſt ye enter into temptation. And while he 
yet ſpake, behold, a multitude, and he that was called 
Judas, one of the twelve, _ befoze them, and-dzew

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near unto Jeſus to kiſs him. But Jeſus [aid unto 
him, Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son of man with a 
kiſs 2 When they who were about bim, {aw what 
would follow, they ſaid unto him, Lozd wall we (mite 
with the ſwozd ? And one of them\mote the ſervant 
of the high Pꝛieſt, and cut of his right ear. And Jeſus 
anſwered and ſaid , Suffer pe thus far. And he touch- 
ed his ear, and healed him. Then Jeſus laid untothe 
chief Pzieſts, and. captains of the temple , and the 
Elders who were come tohim, Be ye come out as ac 
gainſt a thief, with lwoꝛds and faves? hen J was 
daily with pou in the temple, ye firetched fozth no hangs 
againſt me: but this is pour hour, and the power 
of darkneſs, Then took they him, and led him, and 
bzought him into the high Pziefts houſe, and Peter 
followed afar off, And when they bad kindled a fire in 
the midſt of the hall, and were ſet down together,Peter 
ſat down among them. But a certain maid beheld 
him, as he late by the re, and earneſtly looked upon 
bim, and ſaid, This man was allo with him. And 
be denied him, - ſaying , Woman J know him not, 
And after a little while another ſaw him, and ſaiv 
Thou art alto of them. And Peter (ſaid, Man, J am 
not, And about the ſpace of one hour after , another 
confidently affirmed, ſaying, Df a truth this fellow 
alſo was with him 3 foz he is a Salilean. And Peter 
ſaid, Man J know not what thouſayet, And imme⸗ 
diately while he pet ſpake, the cock crew. And the 
L.92d turned, and looked upon Peter; and Peter re- 
membzed rhe woꝛd of the Lozd , how he had laid unto 
him, Beloꝛe the cock trow, thou ſhalt deny me thzice.

And many other things blaſphe- 
mouſiy ſpake they againſt him. And as ſoon as it was 
day, the elders of the people, and the chief Pꝛieſis, 
and the Scribes came together, and led him into 
their councel, ſaping, Art thou the Chꝛiſt? tell us. 
And he laid unto them, It J tell pou, vou will not 
believe. And if J allo ask you, you will not anſwer 
me, no2 let me go. Þereafter ſhall the ſon of man 
it on the right hand of the power of God? Then laid 
they all, Art thou then the Son of God? And he laid 
unto them, Be fay that J am. And they ſaid, What 
nerd we any further witneſs ? foz we our ſelves have 
bearbof his own mouth.

After | 
the lame manner alſo he took the cup , when he had 
ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament tn my 
bloud : this do ye as oft as ye dꝛink it, in remembꝛante 
of me. Fo2 as often as ye eat this bzead, and dꝛink 
this cup, ye do ſhew the Lo2ds death till he come. 
Wherefoze , whoſoever thall eat this bzegd, and daink 
this cup of the Lozdunwozthily , ſhall he guilty ot the 
body and bloud of the Loꝛd.

I have found ng 
cauſe of death in him: A will therefoze challiſe him and 
let him go. And they inllant with loud voites, re: 
guiring that he might be crucified : And the voices of 
them, and of the chief prieſts pzebailed, And Pilate 
gave ſentence, that it hould be as they required, And 
bereleaſed unts them him that fo edition and murder 
was caſt into peiſon, whom they had deſired ; but he de- 
livered Jeſus to their will.

But the other an- 
fwering, rebuked him, ſaying , Doeft not thou fear 
God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame condemnation ? And 
we indeed juſtlp 3 foz we receive the due reward of our 
deeds, but this man bath done nothing amiſs, And he 
ſaid unto Jeſus, Lom, remember me when thou comeſt 
into thy kingdom. And Jeſus laid unto him, Uerily J 
ſay unts thee, To dap Galt thou be with me in para- 
dile, And it was about the üxth hour, And there 
was a darkneſs over all the earth, until the ninth 
hour. And the fun was darkned, and the vail of the 
Temple was rent in the midſt, And when Jeſus had 
eried with a loud voice, he (aid, Father, into thy 
hands J commend mp ſpirit ; and having ſaid thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt, Now when the tenturion ſaw 
what was done, he glozified God, ſaying, Certainly 
this was a righteous man, Andall the people that
